Ttio poiuts 
of difTereiice between tha two acts, as ais- 
clused by comparison, ai^ summarised as 
follows: The Pine Ridge reservation is 
to be extended east some eighteen 
or twenty miles, and the Roaiebud 
reservation (x>rrespondingly reduced on 
the west. The Fiaadrsau Sioux, who 
may elect not to tab* allotawnta on 
the great Sioux rseervatiOB, are to be paid 
tl ::5 per aore ia Ilea of aUotmenta, instead 
of fifty osnts psr aere, as previously pro> 
Tided. The quantl^ of land to be allotted 
to heads of fanlliae of the Sionx nation on 
their rmpeotive diminished reeervation, 
wheaaver they take their hwds In severalty, 
la doable the quantiiy previously provkled. 
The allotments ia severalty are not to be 
eooipnlsory, eaoept aa to orphana, without 
the conssnt of a majority of tha male adults 
ofthetribe.

The only change 
ia the old method I would have made 
would be to require every one who recom- 
mended a man for appointment to put bis 
indorsement in writing so that ho could not 
escape responsibility for the selection if it 
proved to be a bad one. The clerks who 
stay in office year after year become lazy 
and insolent, whereas a man who thinks he 
may be removed any time is always on the 
rlert and willing to do his best Rotation is 
a aatuial law, and there must be roUtlon 
aad diange in office if the present form of 
government is to be preserved." 

"Do you thlak eleMoao OM too fNqaaatr' 
I asked. 

"By no means," said the picturesque old 
senator from the Pacific slope. "I thikk 
that presidential elections occur at inter- 
vals that are much too long. Our presi- 
dents should be elected every two years, 
and then made ineligible for another term. 
Yon may tUnk thiU becaam there is so 
much commotion every four years over the 
election that tiie same tarmoil would en- 
sue if electtons ware iMld twice as of ^en.
